An Interesting Episcopal Service for the 
Deal- Mutes of Nownrk.

•.irday afternoon a silent 1 1

ville avenue towards the Trinity Mis 
sion Chapel, at the head of Clark 
Street They were fashionably d 
ed, and, the young ladies especially, 
appeared to belong to the best socie- 
ty of Newark.
